Organized In Fall Of 1895 


Prior to 1895 there were in Winona two estab­ 
lished churches, the 
Wilbur 
Friends 
and 
the 
Gurney Friends. 
However, a number of people in this vicinity 
were of a different denomination and were go­ 
ing long distances to church. 
Some, who were 
attending these churches, felt in their hearts 
th at they would enjoy and th at they really need­ 
ed their own church home. 
Oliver and Sina 
Bundy drove to Salem to church for five years 
before a Methodist church 
was 
established in 
Winona 
In the fall of 1895 after much agitation and 
work which precedes an undertaking of this kind, 
Dr. Earl D. Holtz, the presiding elder, came to 
Winona, probably in the month of November, 
and organized a Methodist church. 
There were 16 charter members and it Is be­ 
lieved the following list is correl t: 
Mr and Mrs. 
O. W. Bundy and Lawrence; Mr. and Mrs. Jason 
Galbreath and Marion; Mr. and Mrs. Seth Moor* 
and George; Mr and Mrs. John Kaminsky. Mary 
and Cora Kaminsky; 
Luella 
and

Yates, 
Howard Whinery. 
The members met every two weeks in the 
W. C. T. U. hall and paid tile Union 25 cents 
rental for each Sunday. 
Rev C. L. Bowiand was the first pastor. 
The 
organ was purchased for $10 from the 
Salem 
Methodist church and 
the 
latter organization 
gave the Winona church hymnals, also. 
Rev. George Wellis conducted the church's first 
revival meetings, held during November of 1897. 
William and Nora Taylor were tile first con­ 
verts in this meeting and the following May, they 
were received into the membership of the church. 
Sunday school services were held first on Feb. 


16, 1896. 
Jason Galbreath was superintendent 
and Ida Yates was secretary. 
Just when plans lor a new church originated 
is not known, but the first definite step in that 
direction was taken when Rev. J. Taylor Alton 
and a little group of IO women met one- afternoon 
in the old church and organized a Ladies Aid 
society for the express purpose of .starting a 
building fund. 
The women present were as follows: 
Laura 
Stamp, presto,nt; Nora Taylor, secretary; Emma 
Walton, Ida Kuhl. Minta Camp. Nora Frederick, 
Ella Wagar, Amanda Ooppock, Liny Wllllson and 
Sina Brantingham. 
A decision was reached subsequently whereby 
a new church would be built at a cost not to 
exceed 
$3,500 
in 
money 
Subscriptions 
were 
solicited and ranged from 50 cents to $100. 
T he building committee was composed of Cora 
Cope. Laura Stamp. Lee Camp, Flank Frederick 
and John W Kuhl. 
Tile contract was let to Brim Thomas. 
The 
actual work was begun in 1912 and the church 
was dedicated May 25, 1913. 
It is estimated that 
the church cost approximately $4,800, counting 
cash and work donated. 
Several changes have been made since then. 
New windows have replaced tin* old. 
'Hie base­ 
ment has fcx-en finished and Is equipped with 
a modern kitchen and Is arranged to more con­ 
veniently accommod «te social gatherings. 
Electric lights have been installed and the 
church has been redecorated. 
Some work has 
been done outside also to beautify the surround­ 
ings and provide parking sjiace. 
In June of 1935, Rev Olenroy Shoup was ap­ 
pointed pastor of this church to succeed Rev. A 
R. Anderson. 
Rev. Leroy Heinie is the present pastor.
